cards, and other agency cards might have caused the attributable cost for stamped 

cards that you provided in Attachment 1 to Response to DFCIUSPS-1-5-2(b) to be 

overstated. If you do not confirm this possibility, please explain fully and provide 

copies of relevant documents or studies. 

b. Please confirm that errors in properly coding stamped cards, private post 

cards, and other agency cards might have caused the attributable cost for private post 

cards that you provided in Attachment 1 to Response to DFC/USPS-TS-2(b) to be 
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understated. If you do not confirm this possibility, please explain fully and provide 

copies of relevant documents or studies.
